PRONUNCIATION needs unlimited attention and reformation. 
The prevalent errors and provincialisms must’ be corrected in 
the district school. The twang and drawl, as well as positive 
mispronunciations, too often heard in our schools, are worse 
than discords in music. The ear must be cultivated for 
speaking, as well as for singing. 

Parents should form and foster a habit for REapING on 
the part of their children. In the back districts especially, 

where schooling is scanty, this is the only way to prevént the 
' boys and girls from growing up ignorant. 

An inspection of the table following will be suggestive as 
to some new arrangements of the districts, for the good of 
scholars and economical expenditures. One fact is manifest ; 
either there should be fewer districts or more scholars. Prob- 
ably the latter is preferable. 


We think there is. one test of the excellence of a sbhieat: 


which should be used very cautiously ; and that is the like or 
dislike of the scholars. Children do not always judge wisely. 
nor can they reasonably be expected to doso. Yet with some 


it is conclusive against the merits of a teacher, if the scholars — 


say they ‘‘do not like” him or her. Children do not go to 


an an school to be pleased, but to Jearn. And he is the best teach- 


er who imparts most knowledge, though he may not suit the 
ideas of scholars. So, when they say they do not like a 
teacher, let us find out why they donot like him. If we find 
that he is faithful and. earnest in his work, striving more for 


their advance in knowledge. than to make the school easy and — 


agreeable, that is the teacher we want — the one who will be
